The demurrer dwelt principally on the 
point that, despite the state's evidence, 
Kratz could not be guilty of bribery, 
because the state failed to show that 
the majority of property owners along 
the of. the proposed railway 
extension petitioned for the passage of the 
Suburban bill. 


Mr. Sager was prepared to argue. He said 
it was the duty of a member of the council 
to vote honestly on every medetre that 
came up regardless of the preliminaries 
that preceded. The defense did not argue 
the demurrer at length. They will save 
their oratorical ammunition for the finish. 

Judge Denton overruled the defense's de- 
murrer and the presentation of the defense 
in the case began: with an explanation to 
the jury by Attorney Fauntleroy. 

At the request of Attorney Fauntleroy 
an attachment has been issued for Thomas 
K. Niedringhaus. He was subpenaed by 
the defense, Fauntleroy says, and failed 
to respond.

BUTLER, Mo., Feb. 22.—Charies H. Tur- 
ner, former president of the Suburban 
Railway Co,, will come here to testify, if it 
is within the power of Circuit Attorney 
Sager to compel him to do so. Mr. Sager 
has invoked the aid of District At- 
torney Jerome of New York, but so 
fur their combined efforts have not been 
sufficient to start Turner Butlerward from 
the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, where he 
is now. Mr. Turner pleads il)ness. 

Mr. Sager is informed that Turner has 
been in New York since the last of Novem- 
ber and the circuit attorney fs not con- 
vinced of the serlousness of the [llness. 

Mr. Rager has a collection of interesting 
telegrams bearing on the case. They begin 
with a telegram from Sager to Turner ask- 
ing if he would attend the Kratz tral. No 
answer came. Last Wednesday Mr. Sager 
fired a second telegram to the Waldorf- 
Astoria. It brought a reply. Turner said 
his attorney, Sim T. Price, would communi- 
cate with Sager. Mr. Price telephoned 
that Mr. Turner was too ill to leave New 
York at once, but might come later. Mr. 
Sager then wired Turner as follows: 

“The state insists on your keeping your 
agreement and appearing at the Kratz 
trial.” 

But Mr. Sager did not stop with this. He 
wired Jerome the same day—last Thursday 
—as follows: 

William T. Jerome, New York. 

Kindly have some member of your of- 
fice go to Charles H. Turner at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria and impress the advisability 
of his appearance at Butler, Mo., next 
Monday, as state’s witness. He pleads ii!- 
ness as excuse. Forcibly impress him with 
the fact that he must keep faith with the 
state, and unless he appears I will be 
forced to use drastic measures. 

A. N. SAGER, Circuit Attorney. 

Mr. Sager reteived the following reply 
Feb. 18—Saturday: 

‘Turner's attorney says this morning 
that doctor will not allow Turner to go 
West for a week. Says Turner ready to 
go then. JEROME.” 

Monday the following additional telegram 
was sent from Butler to New York: 

“Jerome—Turner is no doubt feigning iil- 
ness. I will be thankful for definite ad- 
vice in that regard.

Seven men compelled the United Rail- 
ways Co, to send them home in a special 
car Tuesday evening in fulfillment of the 
company’s franchise contract to furnish 
Satisfactory street car service to the peo- 
ple of St. Louis. 

The names of the seven who insist@d wpon 
their rights and got them are: A. R. Dos- 
tal, 407 Commercial building, living at 2828 
Euclid avenue; his son, George Dostal, 
same address; Daniel B. Robinson, 4546 Cot- 
tage avenue; J. G. Rose, 2927 Lambden ave- 
nue; Dr. K. L. Mayers, office at 606 Olive: 
k. Matthews, 4321 St. Louis avenue, and 8. 
S. Hammond, 4830 Labadle avenue. 

“This imposition of being transferred 
at Grand avenue has grown to be such a 
nightly affair,"’ said A. R. Dostal to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday morn- 
ing, “that the patience of patrons of the 
Cass avenue line has become exhausted and 
it was felt that the time had come for ef- 
fective protest. 

“Tuesday evening [| boarded a Cass ave- 
nue car downtown to go home. The extra 
cars that are put on to relieve the traffic 
during the ‘rush’ hours and which are 
turned in when they reach the company's 
barns, after the rush is over, are supposea 
to carry a sigr reading “Grand Avenue 
Only.”” The car that I took had no such 
sign, but several cars immediately behind 
it did, and I hurried to get this car, because 
my home is far beyond Grand avenue. 


“There were about twenty passengers on 
the car when We reached Prairie and St. Louis 
avenues and the conductor called out that 
we would have to leave his car and take 
one of the cars behind us. The crossing 
at which he stopped was ankle deep with 
mud, Rag oy a number of us began to 
protes Then, seeing that the conductor 
was inclined io be contrary and insist upon 
turning us out, as he had been doné so 
frequently in the past. myse!f and one or 
two others begged ll those on the car to 
Stand squarely on their rights and insist 
upon being carried to their homes without 
transfer to another and more crowded car. 
We told our fellow passengers that the 
company could be compelled to do this, and 
that all that was necesary was for us to 
refuse to leave the car until at least equal

“The majority of the passengers refused 
to Stund with us in this fight, some of them 
living not very far from where the trans- 
fer was attempted, and others being too 
timid. but seven of us stuck together and 
deiermined to force the issue then and 
there and establish a precedent for ‘be 
future.

ESIGN.” SAYS. SIMON 


Health Commissioner Considers He 
Should Be “Freer to Conduct 
Mayoralty Campaign.” 


ASKED NOT TO MAKE RACE 


EE 


Fails to Be Persuaded by Hawes 
and Committee’s Ap- 
peals, 


Health Commissioner Simon told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday afternoon in 
his headquarters at the Southern Hotel 
that he contemplates resigning his official 
position in the Wells’ administration be- 
cause of the fact that he is a candidate for 
the mayoralty nomination in opposition to 
Mayor Wells. 

“It seems to me,"’ said Dr. Simon, ‘that 
I am in a @elicate position and that the 
best way out of it is to resign as Health 
commissioner. [ was appointed by Mayor 
Wells, and since, in the approaching cam- 
paign, our respective records are likely to 
be compared, I feel that it may be proper 
for me to sever my connection with Mayor 
Wells’ administration and thus be freer to 
conduct my campaign for the nomination 
for which he is also a candidate. 

“My friends oppose this contemplated 
action Om my part. They urge that other 
Democrats holding important offices in the 
municipal government are candidates for 
renomination, and that there is no more 
reason for me to resign office than for 
them to do the same. The case seems dif- 
ferent to me, however, and I have not yet 
been convinced that I should not resign. 

“The fact that 1 am a candidate for the 
same office to which Mayor Wells desires 
a renomination and re-election makes all 
the difference. I shall decide in a day or 
two just what to do under such circum- 
stunces. At the present time I believe that 
I ought to send in my resignation as 
health commissioner to the mayor.” 

Harry B. Hawes has failed s6 far in his 
efforts to persuade Dr. John H. Simon 
to retire from the race against Mayor 
Wells for the nomination on the Demo- 
cratic city ticket. 

While Mayor Wells was in conference 
with the Democrati¢ city central committee 
at the Missouri Athletic club TueSday 
night, Hawes and James Hagerman, Jr., 
had Dr, Simon cornered in an aljoining 
restaurant and spent the entire evening 
endeavoring to persuade the health com- 


missioner that. it would be policy for him 


to withdraw. 

Hagerman is a candidate for collector 
and resides in Dr. Stmon’s home ward, the 
Twenty-fifth. Hawes also spent several 
hours earlier in the day with Dr. Simon, 
but failed to produce, any impression on 
the health commissioner. 

Dr. Simon and Mr. Hawes were fast 
friends politicaliy at one time, but con- 
ditions are now different and it looks as 
though it will take more influence than 
Hawes exerts to persuade Simon to with- 


draw. 

The health commissioner's friends have 
engaged rooms at the Southern for cam- 
paign headquarters. The secretary of the 
election board has been asked to prepare 
a list of the registered voters of the city 
for the Simon campaign committee. 

The city central committee appointed a 
committee of five headed by Edward J. 
O’Nelll of the Eleventh ward to confer 
with Dr. Simon at 3 o'clock and make every 
effort to have nim retire and allow Mayor 
Wells a clear field for renomination. 

The Jefferson club contingent says if Dr. 
Simon remains in the field, he will be 
overwhelmed at the primaries. On the 
other hand, the health commissioner's 
friends insist that he will carry all the 
downtown wards as well as a number 
of West end wards, including the Twentiy- 
fourth and Twentvy-fifth.

Resonator Gives Music. 
“The larynx, the vocal chords.and the 
breathing give only the correct pitch, a 


pitch is not music. .It is the resonator that 
adds music to pitch. 

‘My discovery,” said Mme. Pernet Ce- 
Carty to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “is that 
the human resonator consits of the whole 
set of controllable muscles from the lips to 
the stomach, including the hard and soft 
palate, the pharynx and the aesophagus, 
and finding it lower continuation in the lin- 
ing of the stomach. These musclesand mem- 
branes may be trained collectively until 
they have acquired the strength and sup- 
pleness necessary to keep a uniform shape 
for all tones. 

“The levator pulati. two muscles at- 
tached on each side of the soft palate, com- 
ing down the pillars of the faueces and 
joining the larynx, are the leaders of the 
resonator. <As the name indicates, they 
raise the soft palate. Every time we swal- 
low, this actlon is taken, otherwise the 
food or liquid would go into the nose. These 
muscies must have perfect freedom in or- 
der to have the resonator of the singing 
veice properly adjusted and supple. 

“Some few singers offer'no resistance to 
these muscles, and when they do not, good 
results follow. But none of them has told 
in a comprehensible,manner what makes 
them sing so well. They are, and have 
been, tnaware of the process which takes 
place, 

“When this resonator is in its mght 

position, being attached to the larynx, it, 
and it alone. brings in perfect harmony 
all the movements which that organ has 
to perform. By distending and raising the 
resonator the larynx is raésed, the stom- 
ach is pulled inward and upward, thereby 
supporting the lungs. and by this alone 
can the breath be ander perfect control, 
pushing it up as needed for the neces- 
sary vibrations.”

“It is stated that this method made it 
possible for the baritone-cantante, Jean 
de Reazke, to develop his lighter upper 
tones to such an extent that he has been 
singing tenor roles ever since. 

“Tl certainly do not believe that Mme. 
Pernet McCarty’s theory will revolutionize 
existing methods of vocal culture. It seems 
to me that several of her illustrations are 
anatomically incorrect, and assuredly she 
cannot deny that there are three registers 
in the voice: the natural, or the chest reg- 
ister. which we use in ordinary conversa- 
tion; the medium, which we use in sing- 
ing. and the head register, which we use in 
very high singing. 

“When a person with an untrained voice 
attempts to sing, the.transition from the 
ordinary voice which he uees in conversa- 
tion, to the singing voice will be marked 
by what is popularly known as a ‘break,’ 
that is, if he attempts a higher note than 
those encompassed in his chest, or natural 
register. 

“A practiced singer so harmonizes the 
different registers that the transition from 
one to another can not be detected. And 
I am compelled to belleve that Mme. Per- 
net McCarty is in error in thinking that

Warren Yinger Dies Four Days 
After Grueling Bout With

Touching at Melbourne, Australia, during 
the first rush to the Queensland mines, the 
adventurous middv caught the gold fever 
and, with another young Englishman, 
plunged into the difficult bush Interior in 
search of fortune. 

A year later his companion died. Bellew 
bagged his gold and started for the coast. 
While traversing the bush he was set upon 
by thieves and the result of a year’s work 
was taken from him. 

Reaching the coast. broken in health and 
spirit. without money, a sympathstic cup- 
tain gave him a sailor’s berth back to Eng- 
land. 

Lan ding in London penniless, and tired 
at lasthof “a life on the ocean wave, he 
read ah advertisement calling for ‘a light 
comedian to join a provincial theatrical 
company.” This position was secured and 
»yroved the turning point in Kyrle Bellew's 
loetanes. The salary was two pounds 
per week and “general utillty’’ the por- 
tion. but ne ig > was rapid to the top 
of the histriorfic ladder. 

In Dublin he played the part of George 
de Lesparre in Dion Boucicault’s ‘Led 
Astray.’ A local critic, impressed by the 
young man’s appearance and ability, wrote 
of him to Boucicault, then a power in Lon- 
don theatricals. Boucicavlt replied, offer- 
ing Bellew a minor position in London, 
In three vears’ time Harold Kyrie, as he 
then styled himself, was announced as 
leading man of the famous o!d Haymarket 
stock company under Buckstone. 

From the Haymarket Bellew was drawn 
over to the Lyceum by an offer from 
Henry Irving. After two s@asons of suc- 
cess, Marie I.ytton engaged him to be- 
come leading man of a fine stock organiza- 
tion at the Imperial. It was from this 
position that Lester Wauallack secured Mr. 
Belew for a season as leading man at 
Wallack’s Theater, New York City. 

Mr. Bellew’s subsequent career, embrac- 
ing his long association with Mrs. James 
Brown Potter, during which they iwice 
toured the world. is _famillar.
